SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The Untitled photograph is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The photograph presents a close focus image of a woman's genitals with her hands 
inserting the neck of a glass bottle into her vagina. The insertion of a bottle into a 
woman's vagina is considered to be degrading and dehumanising sexual conduct. 
The image has an intense impact due to its close focus on the woman's genitals. This 
close focus is also seen as strongly degrading and dehumanising the woman, as she 
is reduced to the sum of her sexual organs. The degrading and dehumanising 
elements are compounded by the lack of any other context in the photograph. 

These factors have been balanced against si 4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 
1990. Because of the significant weighting given to the strong degrading and 
dehumanising aspects of this image, under the relevant criteria of the Films, Videos, 
and Publications Classification Act 1993, the availability of the publication is likely to 
be injurious to the public good. 
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
